He 
starts today for Stettin and Hamburg to 
inspect a Eumber of vessels offered.

Niblack, United States navy attache here 
and also at Rome, has returned to the 
latter city.

Looking Out for Torpedoes. 


Detroit, Mich., March 10.— Walter Bost- 


wick of this city has received a letter from 
his brother George, a sailor on the battle- 
ship Indiana now at Dry Tortugas, in 
which he says they are keeping battle 
watches aboard the ship and a sharp 
lookout against surprises from torpedo 
boats. He also says that the men sleep at 
their guns every night, and that they are 
expecting orders every day to paint the 
vessel sea green. Bostwick concludes by 
saying the crew is severely drilled e^ery 
day and every man eagerly looks forward 
to a fight with Spain, 


Montgomery Reaches HHTHHB. 


Havana, March 10.— The arrival here 


of the Montgomery was very quiet, it 
being generally understood that she 
comes to replace the survey steamer 
Fern as quarters for Captain Sigsbee 
and others. After firing the usual sa- 
lutes and being saluted in return, the 
Montgomery was moored in the princi- 
pal harbor, near the wreck of the Maine, 
and in the center of a circle of Spanish 
ships. Later In the day Commander 
Converse received the correspondent on 
board the cruiser. He seemed satisfied 
to liave a rest in Havana harbor for 
awhile, as the cruiser has been busy 
touching at many West Indian ports 
lately. 


The Montgomery is as trim and neat 


as possible. Notoody Is allowed on board 
without permission, but nobody is ex- 
cluded if business or courtesy demands 
the admission Of the visitor. There is 
no Indication of the length of the cruis- 
er's stay in this harbor, any more than 
there is any news of the duration of the 
sessions of- the court of inquiry here. 


The court held Its usual sessions yes- 


terday, examining the divers. Only the 
Spanish divers were at work and they 
were occupied only part of the day. The 
wreckers are steadily removing the up- 
per debris of the wreck, some of which 
will be dumped into the sea. Other por- 
tions of the wreck are worth saving. 


An Editor's Friendly Words. 


London, March 10. — The Dally Chron- 


icle, in an editorial this morning on the 
Cu,ban situation, describes President 
McKmley's action throughout the crisis 
as "a model of statesmanship." It de- 
clares that the action of the Washing- 
ton government in connection with tha 
Maine disaster deserves the highest 
recognition. "There is every Indicjtr 
tion," says The Chronicle, "that tha 
United States are preparing for the in- 
evitable struggle. Soon it will be neces- 
sary for Great Britain to show on which 
eide its sympathies lie." 


Arguing at considerable length upon 


(the "unselfishness of America's motives 
in desiring to put an end to th« hell upon 
earth in Cuba' and insisting that 
America has a better right to Interfere 
than has been put forward as a justifi- 
cation In two out of every three wars in 
history," The Chronicle says: "We 
Jiops Great Britain will not only go as 
far officially as the furtherest limit of 
international law permits, but that pub- 
lic opinion will declare itself openly, un- 
mistakably and in the teeth of all 
Europe, if necessary, as sympathizing 
heartily with the motives Impelling 
America at last to take a step, so natural 
and yet one she has so k>ng4kesitated to 
taks." 


In the Coort Xlllin* Time? 


Havana, March 10.— The court of ln- 


auiry pursues its taciturn and even 
secretive way. The belief here is that 
the court Is principally engaged now In 
killing time and Is not likely to go north 
until next week. It IB certain that the

mony daily by personal observation of 
the wreck and the carefully prepared 
plans made by ISnsigb Powalson from 
the almost hourly reports of the divers.

In vie"- of -this, said the officer 
in Question, it was deemed best to com- 
mand absolute reserve on the part of 
all connected with the court examina- 
tion or the work of salvage. 


Consul General Lee is on the best terms

All as- 
sure him of absolute protection, even if 
the volunteers should make a demon- 
stration. Genenal Lee believes the vol- 
unteers would be controlled by the mer- 
chants, in whose employ they are.

Queen Vic's 'Good Wishes. 


Washington, March 10. — The Post says 


today that Queen Victoria, through Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, . has conveyed to 
President McKinley her gratification at 
the wise and conservative course which 
he has thus far pursued in relation to 
the Cuban and Spanish situation. She 
,also expressed to him her thorough syh- 
^athy with the efforts put forth by the 
United States to relieve suffering hu- 
manity in Cuba with the hope that these 
.endeavors might be conducted to a suc- 
cessful conclusion without war. 


Arrival of Mr. Bernabe. 


New York, March 10.— On board of a 


North German Lloyd steamer from Gib- 
raltar yesterday was Louis Polo de Bern- 
abe, the new Spanish minister to the 
United States. Mr. Bernfcbe, when seen 
a.t quarantine, answered questions pleas- 
antly, saying with a smile that he had 
been 10 days Without news and was ready 
to receive rather than to impart infor- 
mation. "I have had a very pleasant 
trip on the ocean with very pleasant 
people. I am not a stranger here; in 
fact I am an old Washlngtonian. Of 
course I he. e no comment to make on 
political subjects. I shall probably go 
Immediately to Washington." 


Connsol of Wise Men. 


New Haven, March 10. — Professor Ar- 


thur T. Hadley, in his lecture is his class

war. It is a principle of international 
war that so long as Spain has not ceased

I justified in recognising Cuba's Inde- 


pendence. We might, by stretching a 


' point, recognize the Cubans as belliger- 


ents aa England recognized thft Confed- 
erate states during the civil war. If 
such a recognition was aocorded Just 
now, it would probably precipitate a 
wa». 


"I wish we could ask England to g« n 


with us and offer joint mediation, but 
under the existence of the Monroe doc- 
jtrine, we cannot very well do so. The 
impossibility of reaching the natural, 
peaceful solution is due largely to the 
influence of the SensatlonaVpress. What 
will become of the trouble it is impos- 
sible to say, but it is a great safeguard 
to this country that President MoKmley 
fought in the civil war and therefore 
knows the Rorrors and sufferings en- 
tailed by war. If as citizens of the 
United States we keep cool we may trust 
our government to keep oool. As Ble- 
marck said of the Armenian question, 
so I jnay say of this matter, drawing a 
parallel inference: 'The Armenian ques- 
tion is not worth the blood of a German 
soldier from the fatherland.' When we 
consider how great the evils of war and 
how doubtful the chance of helping a 
people who have not established their 
own independence the counsel of wise 
inen should he for peace."

No Apportionment of the Defense 


Fund at Present. 
Wash- 


ington News of Today* 


Washington, March 16.—The money 


now available for the purpose of put- 
ting the nation's defences m a satis- 
factory condition wfll not be put into 
circulation for a while yet. 


Eaoh branch of the government ser- 


vice had prepared tentatively an es- 
timate of the funds it eouid dispose of to 
advantage, but up*n- looking *tar the 
ground the preslflent concluded that 
it would be well'to avola,making th« al- 
lotment until the necessity became clear- 
ew than ifis at present, with everythinjf 
making for peace oiltwai-flly. 


The sum that can be profitably spent 


for warships cannot even be guessed* at 
with any approximation to accuracy 
lust now, and the. ships are to be first 
choice in the steps Cor defense. She sec- 
retary of the navy is making every ef- 
fort to secure from dnr naval attaches 
and diplomatic officers abroad "all In- 
formation obtainable respecting the 
number of ships-building, their price and 
other data. Tbis promises to assist 
Captain Brownsoft, 
who sailed for 


Southampton yesterday, materially in 
making speed with his inquiries. TJp to 
this moment not only has the United 
States government bought no warship, 
but it has not even secured an option on 
one. There are many applications from 
firms which desire to sell ships to the 
government, taut in most of these cases 


! either the craft offered is not suitable 


for naval needs, or the date of possible 
completion is so distant that it cannot 
be regarded as worthy of purchase to 
meet an emergency. 


There is less difficulty experienced in 


securing tenders of war material, such 
as shot, shell and powder, and the navy 
department has almoatf assured itself 
of an abundant supply of certain kinds 
of smokeless powder abroad at short 
notice. The officials ait the department 
are in dally correspondence fey mall and 
telegraph with agents of ammunition 
houses, and besides are now fully ac- 
Jquainted with the plans of domestic 
powder makers for enlarging their plants 
to meet an emergency. The represen- 
tatives of the armdr making firms are 
in consultation with the department 
steadily, relative to the supply of gun 
forginga and such material for use in 
the gun shops hare and at Watarvljet, 
but the question of armor is receiving 
little attention, as the makers report 
that ttM»<R.nnot undertake to turn out 
suefc »*&*r as would be required for a 
modern battleship in less than seven 
months. It has been-demonstrated to 
the department that it will not b*.pos-

battleships,_,three in number^jjow buUd- 
Ing at Newport News and at Craanps and 
at th6 Union iron works In Saa Fran- 
cisco in time to reader tiles* ships avail- 
able for any emergency that may arise 
this year. 


The war department is arranging to 


secure a large supply of the most mod- 
ern rifles, suffidbnt in time of emer- 
gency to arm 100,000 men. The need of 
these guns has 16ng been apparent. It 
is stated by high officials of the depart- 
ment that no beard is necessary to in- 
quire into the merits of the various guns 
on the market, but that the department 
will torn to the best sources ef supply. 
These, it is said, are ample within the 
United States to turn out rifles o£ the 
most approved pattern as fast as the 
government wants them. It is not un- 
likely, however, that the demand will 
require the army to turn from the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle no*tr in uae and adopt in 
jiart at least one of the Ameriean made 
guns. General Miles strongly favors 
the "straight pull gun." It is of Ameri- 
can make, and has been adopted by the 
British government as the standard 
arm, a million being now in the hands 
of British soldiers. General Miles reeom- 
mended Its adoption 18 years ago when 
a member of a board for the choice of a 
rifle, and his view will have much weight. 
This gun is used by the navy, and this 
Is beinte urged as another point in its 
favor, as the reserve supply would be 
available for either branch of the gov- 
ernment service. 


Attention is also being given to sup- 


plies of powder, cartridges, etc., for the 
army. Those in authority say orders 
can be filled without delay, and that 
about the only branch uf ordnance for 
which the facilities are not fully up to 
an emergency demand is heavy forti- 
fication guns. 


The statement was made yesterday 


that the report of the Maine court of 
inquiry probably would eome to the de- 
partment some time next week. It did 
xsot appear, however, that this statement 
was founded upon a direct report from 
the court, but was rather an estimate 
based upon the progress so far made as 
revealed by the change of methods on 
the part of the court. 


Many congratulations are coming to 


the White House and the state depart- 
ment from all parts, of the country upon 
the patriotic spirit exhibited in dealing 
with the latest phases of the Cuban 
question. Most of them are official in 
character, but many are personally di- 
rected to the president.

Senator Lodge Not Wholly In Accord With 


His Colleagues. 


Washington, March 10.—Senator Jeter 


Prltchard, acting for,a majority of the 
senate committee on civil service^ sub- 
mitted a report ye»terday on the in- 
vestigation of the 
classified service 


which says among other things: 
"The 


committee is agreed that the classifica- 
tion has been too extensive, and that 
certain places that have been classified 
should be excluded from classification 
so that appointments may be made to 
them, not through legislation, but at 
the pleasure of the head of the depart- 
ment or bureau. The committee there- 
fore is of the opinion that the president 
should make certain modifications in 
the rules and should restore to the heads 
of departments the appointment of cer- 
tain classes of officials. 
The committee, 


however, recognized that its province 
in the matter is purely advisory, »inc« 
it has no legislation to propose." 


(BtKATOBJ.C. 


It is recommended that a number of 


employes in tho interior department and 
the chief olerfcS'Of.-the various bureaus, 
special agents and law examiners tie 
ixempted. Theexemptionrecommendsa 
ia this department is quite extended, 
and includes generally the positions of 
individual responsibility. 
It is also 


recommended that private tecrfetarles 
be in all cases exempted.

to the chief clerks in all departments, 
also as to poztofflce Inspectors and

The committee expresses the opinion 


that the classification of the government 
printing office was not authorized by 
law, but that even if it was many places 
in that office were included which should 
not have been. 
T>he members think 


that if the office is to remain in the class- 
ified service the appointments should 
be apportioned.axAoz? th«-various states. 


These exceptions, they say, do sot in 


any way interfere with the principle oJ 
regulating appointments in the class- 
ified service, but merely take from the 
classified lists those persons whose re- 
latiwis to their chiefs are either of a 
fiduciary or of an executive nature, the 
principle being tHat where an official has 
to impose peculiar confidence either in 
the honesty or the executive ability of 
an officer the selection of that officer 
should be With the person who Is direcfiy 
responsible for his acts. 


The recent order of the president ia 


regard to i emovals seems to have been 
interpreted more narrowly than in the 
opinion of the committeemen the order 
justifies. 
They say that "while the 


power of appointment to the civil service 
may well be regulated so as to open the 
service impartially to all the people o] 
the United States under suitable restric- 
tions, the power of removal should be 
very broad. 
Where a clerk is deemed 


by his immediate superior to b« inef- 
ficient, it is clearly in the line of public 
policy that the clerk should be dis- 
charged and no impediments should be 
placed in the way of such a discharge 
except such as may be necessary to se- 
cure justice to the person removed." 


The committee further recommends 


that the president be requested to change 
existing regulations so that when a 
vacancy occurs and under the rule three 
names are- certified as eligible for such 
vacancy the three names shall be for- 
warded to the local officer in charge of 
the office wHere snob vacancy exists, 
and such looa.1 officer shall designate 
the person to be selected for such va- 
cancy, subject to approval by the head 
of the department having jurisdiction 
of such office.

mittee advised should be excluded from 
the classified service are the following: 
Deputy commissioners, deputy collectors 
of internal revenue, agents who are em- 
ployes of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, temporary storekeepers and

AN ALASKA MYSTERY 


COPPER RIVER AND ITS LEGENDARY 


RICHES TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


Froipectora Will penetraWto It« 


Source In a Search For Rich Gold Piao- 
•» »n<l th« Fabled Mouutala of Purs 
Copper—PerlU of the Trip. 


During tho next few months the rnya- 


tery which has for years hung around tha 
Copper river iu Alaska*will bo dissipated. 
Not a few of the thousands who are even 
now pouring Into Alaska will out looso 
from tho general army of prospectors a* 
faitka and go by infrequent boats to Orca, 
ami thence to Alaganik, wlnoh is on the 
north shore, of tho great delta ot Copper 
river. 


Including the marshy islands, sand bars 


and small channels into which the groat 
stream is divided, tho mouth of tho river 
Is over CO miles in width and from the sea 
to \vhfira tho river divides is over 60 miles. 


Copper river rises way up In tha centor 


of the southeastern corner of Alaska and 
flows almost duo south to tho ocean- Its 
source is somewhere In the Alaskan rango 
of mountains, and ic la hemmed in by par- 
allel ranges for most of its length. Its 
bed is a long, winding gorjje or canyon, 
cut out of the solid rock by ancient gla- 
ciers. On the west como in many small 
tributaries which rush down from among 
the mountains. The water is shallow and 
swift, having, a fall of some 8,000 feet in 
840 miles. It is not navigable for even 
tho smallest of steam craft and even canoes 
and shallow boats have to be poled or 
towed through tortuous channels which 
wind through its rook strewn bed. The 
Indians prefer to travel over its course in 
•winter when it is covered with Ice, but to 
this mode of travel there is a serious draw- 
back. From the middle of November un- 
til late in February a terribla wind blows 
almost constantly down the flumelike 
canyon, a wind so terrible that living 
creatures can hardly face it. Of course 
the wind is not actually continuous, but it 
is so nearly so that, considering the lack 
of shelter afforded alongjts desolate banks, 
travel is hazardous at best.

months, for it is generally believed the 
untold wealth awaits the men who shall 
faoe the dangers and explore its upper 
reaches. Placer beds have been found near 
the mouth of the river, not rich in gold, 
it 5s true, bub rich enough to lead shrewd 
prospectors to believe that farther up the 
river are placers which will equal those 
along the Klondike. 


But while the chanoes of finding gold are 


supposed to be good there is an equally 
alluring prospect based on the old tradi- 
tions which led to tha naming of the 
river. They tell stories of a mountain of 
solid copper which rears a red peak up 
somewhere near the source, a mountain 
which the Indians know about and which 
they jealously guard, but which no white 
man has ever seen and lived to tell about. 
It is like the fabled silver mountains of 
the Aztecs. 


That the Indians get copper from some- 


where is most certain, for it is a common 
metal with them. 
They make bullets, 


knife blades, pans ard other articles of it. 
They also bring down copper ore in which 
silver and sometimes gold is mixed. It is 
well known also that -the Indians are too 
lazy to be miners and that if the copper 
did not lie exposed on the surface they 
would never take the trouble to use it. 


Lieutenant Allen, U. S. A., explored 


Copper river in 1885 and nearly starved 
through loss of supplies. Much rain fell, 
BO that, although it was in April, sledging 
was next to impossible and the men slept 
in tho slush in sopping clothes for weeks. 
The natives, who are known as Midnoos- 
kies, or Stick Indians, have an ancient 
reputation for hostility and are credited, 
with numerous massacres of Americans 
cs well as Russians. Becent visitors to 
Copper river deny this and say the Indians 
are intelligent and friendly. 


In a recent letter posted at Alaganik a 


Copper river prospector has this to say ot 
them: "The Indians are not hostile. 
<.'£« 


the contrary, they are more than fvlendly. 
They are a much finer, more Intelligent 
lot of men than any Alaska Indians along 
the coast and compare favorably with the 
best examples of the Crows or Chippewas. 
They are very olean, have a fine skin, 
paint very little, have a clear, kind eye, 
are very manly in action and look you 
square in the face when they talk. 


"V/e traveled and camped with a band 


of six of them for nearly ten days, oS and 
on, and in every camp found them ready 
to help carry oar stuff short distances, to 
help us get wood and water for camp, and, 
although they were curious sometimes, 
they never molested a single article." 


The same prospector, in describing hia 


trip up the river, says: 


"The actual hardships commeneoontho 


trip from the Bear House, for even under 
favorable auspices a party with a loaded 
boat can only make about two miles a day 
and must work liko heroes to even accom- 
plish that distance. They must be ready 
to sleep upon a river bar, where the stones 
vary from fine black sarid to bowlders tho 
size of one's head; they must woo Mor- 
pheus lying on a patch of open swamp, with 
the rain falling in torrents; they must 
work early and lato and expect to be soak- 
ed to their waists day after day; they must 
be content with two hasty meals a day, 
and such meals—bacon and beans, then 
beans and bacon, then bacon and beans, 
coffee and occasionally a tough flapjack. 


"It is impossible to cook more when 


pushing ahead; then, again, blankets of- 
ten get wet, and there is no place to dry 
them—no picnic even for men accustomed 
to hardships of frontier life. 


"Beyond the Sheep- House is the Upper 


Bear House at a distance of seven miles 
and on the same side of the river. Hero 
the current is about ten eniles an hour. The 
river is a mile wide and very deep, there 
being only two seasons of the year when 
passage at this point is practicable—in the 
fall, from/ Sept. 10 to Oct. 15, approxi- 
mately (by boat), or in March and April 
on tho ice." 


But oven under these discouraging con- 


ditions tho possibility of finding rich plac- 
ers or of reaching the mountain of copper 
will lead determined prospectors to push 
to the end, and by next spring Copper riv- 
•r will be no longer a mystery.

SOME OF THE THINGS NAVAL OFFI- 


CERS ARE NOW TALKING ABOUT. 


Sattml Froteotioa Enjoyed by the 


I»l»nd Navy Yard at Philadelphia—Th« 
"Downward Roll" In Marine Gunnery. 
Severe Examination of KeoralU. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—[Special.]—The 


present situation has caused more serious 
discussion of Uncle Sam's navy yards by 
naval men than has taken place for many 
years. And there seems to ba practical 
agreement of opinion among them just 
now concerning this important part of our 
national defensive machinery. 


In the first place, there ts no dissent 


whatever from tho belief that tho Brooklyn 
navy yard as it stands is altogether the 
beat of the lot. At the same time it is de- 
clared, also with practical unanimity, thut 
this yard is by no means what it should 
be. Like all tho others, it is not well ar- 
ranged, its mechanical outfit is not up to 
date, and it needs a thorough overhauling. 
There is almost as perfect agreement that 
Brooklyn is not tho best place for the na- 
tion's chief navy yard, since It is too near 
the open sea and could perhaps be shelled 
by a hostile fleet, once its range were ac- 
curately obtained. 


Advantages of League Island. 


The Norfolk navy yard, which comes 


nest in point of efficiency, is also, accord- 
ing to general opinion, too near the open 
sea. JThe Washington navy yard has not 
sufficient depth of water to make it desir- 
able ns the chief place of building ond re- 
pairing ships by the government. The 
More Island navy yard, near San Francis- 
co, is admirably .located, so far as protec- 
tion and deep water are concerned, and so 
is the naval station at New London, which 
they say should surely receive more atten- 
tion than it over has. But, in the opin- 
ion of the naval officers, the League island 
yard at Philadelphia has, by all odds, the 
best situation for great government ship- 
yards, drydocks and an up to date repair 
station such as are hoped for in tho future. 


The national legislators have not thought 


well of League island for many years, and 
although members of congress from the 
Keystone State have repeatedly begged for 
appropriations for the building of docks, 
the putting up of new shops and the adding 
of modern-machinery, their appeals have 
been almost invariably refused, and their 
motives have been considered wholly self- 
ish. It is quite possible that they have not 
been entirely single hearted in their sug- 
gestions, but there is no doubt, say naval 
men, 
that League island has qualifications 


beyond those-of any other yard. 


To begin with, League Island is entirely 


landlocked. It is inconceivable that an 
enemy could roach it by land, and it wouhi 
be as thoroughly out of the question 
for a hostile fleet to-get within striking 
distance, since to do so it would be neces- 
sary to navigate a tortuous and unfamiliar 
channel which could he lined with sub- 
marine mines and torpedoes and along 
which fortifications could 
be quickly 


thrown up. In addition to this great nat- 
ural advantage, the League island yard is 
in close proximity to Cramps' shipbuilding 
establishment, one of the two most ex- 
tensive concerns of its kind in the United 
States. 
Moreover, Philadelphia, as a great 


manufacturing center, could at any time 
furnish airthe extra labor required to do 
emergency work quite as easily as Brook- 
lyn and New York and more readily than 
any other city on the Atlantic coast. 
There is no doubt whatever that all the 
influence of the navy will be directed to- 
ward the granting of more favors in future 
to the League island yard than have ever 
been granted in the past. 


American Versus European Gunnery. 
"One_advantage that will be possessed 


by the United States in case of war," said 
a naval officer yesterday, "will lie in our 
system of firing. It may not be generally 
understood by civilians, but it is a fact 
that; American gunners have been able to 
do better execution than their enemies in 
every war with a foreign power. This is 
duo in some degree to the fact that, in spite 
of the severe training received by English 
and other gunners, Americans are natu- 
rally the best marksmen in the world, but 
there is a permanent rule which has been 
enforced ever since the Bevolution that 
also has much to do with the case, and this 
order is 'always fire on the downward roll.' 


"Naval gunnery is much moro difficult, 


of course, than shooting from a solid earth 
or rock foundation. 
Gunners on all ships 


are trained to shoot almost at the instant 
the deck of the vessel lies level, but a 
standing order which has never been re- 
scinded was given many years ago in the 
English navy to_flre_invariably just when

•was originally given in order that the 
smoke from the gun as discharged would 
help to hide the vessel as, rising, it pre- 
sents the wiliest target to the enemy. 1'his 
may bo something of an advantage, but 
Americans have always bdlioved and still 
believe thut it results in too many wasted 
shots, t'huy hold to the policy of hitting 
the enemy if possible and taking the risk 
ol,<5olng hit bacK. 


"The English rule certainly has a tend- 


ency to lessen ihe probability of hitting 
tho opposing vessel below the water line, 
while the American order to flre low or 
'on the downward roll' has obviously the 
opposite tendency, and ovary experience^ 
naval officer will tell you that this nation 
has been proved correct in every engage- 
ment in which American ships have taken 
part since the foundation of the republic." 


Rigid Examinations of Volunteer*. 


Notwithstanding the fact that applicants 


for places in the navy now number hun- 
dreds every day at the receiving ship Ver- 
mont In the Brooklyn navy yard, those no- 
cepted daily rarely exceed a score or two 
and sometimes aro not more than a baker's 
dozen. 


This is because the emergency has not 


BO far been thought to be sufficient to jus 
tify the slightest relaxation of care in se- 
lecting the men. Tho department has not 
yet needed men badly enough to accept 
anyone not in every way physically sound. 
Consequently the would be sailor or ma- 
rine is put through all sorts of tests for tho 
purpose of finding out obscure bodily de- 
fects or weaknesses. In some instances, 
when the shortcoming is only slight, tho 
applicant is informed of its nature and 
that he will be accepted conditionally. 


In such a case the recruit must sign a 


declaration that he is aware of whatever 
physical defect exists at the time o£ enlist- 
ment and that he will waive all payment 
of pension to him after his service shall ex- 
pire on account of disease resulting from 
that particular defect. If the situation 
were to become really emergent, this rulo 
might be abrogated, as it was during tho 
civil war, when the government was in 
great need of fighting men.

WAT OUT OF IT FOB SPAIN. 


Conceding that the Maine court of in- 


quiry vrill exonerate the Spanish govern- 
ment from responsibility for the destruc- 
tion of the warship, the real Cuban ques_ 
tion will Btill remain in statu quo. The in- 
surrection still continues; the efforts of the 
Spanish government to suppress it are as 
abortive as ever. Thousands of Spanish 
soldiery and millions of the Spanish tress~ 
ury are being poured into the nnhappy 
island, and yet the insurgents roain 
through the country as defiant and un~ 
conquerable, to all appearances, as iney 
•were three years ago. Meanwhile the 
crieb of the suffering and dying paciflcos 
and reconcentrados appeal to the sym- 
pathies of the humane more strongly than 
ever. 


There is little doubt that the president 


believes it high time to intervene. If it 
comes to this, Spain will have no reason- 
able ground for taking offense. The Span- 
ish government must grant that the offi- 
cial conduct of the United States has been 
eminently fair. And the warlike and hos- 
tile utterances of irresponsible individuals 
ought not to influence the course of either 
government in dealing with any question 
that may arise between them. 


From the standpoint of international 


law this country has done nothing that 
Spain can complain of. While the re- 
bellion haa been in progress the United 
States has acted strictly within the line of 
neutrality, and even if we now offer to 
intervene the Spanish government can- 
not say that it has had no intimation 
that such action was contemplated. Both 
President Cleveland and President Mc- 
Einley have given the Spaniards to under" 
etand that the United States might 
eventually feel it a duty to interfere. 
Moreover Spain cannot justly accuse this 
country of a desire to acquire Cuba, if 
! this desire had been governmental, that 
would have been done many months ago. 
Tha United States has suffered 
Spain, 


1 That's all. 


If this government now offers to inter- 


vene, it does so to.put an end to the 


, terrible suffering and destruction upon 
! the fairest island, of the western ocean 
Spain should accept the offer in the 
' spirit in which it is made, for the state of 
affairs in Cuba threatens the mother 
country herself with ruin. 
Instead of 


confidering such a proposition from the 
United States as a. causa of offense, the 
Castilian nation ought to welcome it as 
an honorable way to escape from its 
present embarrassment.

Foreign Complications Fail to 


Excite the President. 


BUT HE IS 
NOT UfDIFFEBEST. 


Boalizei the Responsibilities of Bis Posi- 


tion and Controls His Emotions In the 
Present Situation — Much to 
Worry 


About — No Lack of Advice. 


Death Follow* the Surgeon'* Knife- 


Not the Surgeon'* Vuult* of Course. 


lie CatiU Help It—You Cftii. 


WASHINGTON. March 10.—| 


[Throughout all those troubles audcompli- 
latious with Spain over tho Cuban situa- 
tion President MeKinloy has remained a 
very cool and well contained man. Some 
of tho newspaper correspondents who are 
known as administration organists have, 
however, ROUO to a ridiculous extreme la 
picturing tho composure of the president. 
They havo represented him as being t>o 
very cool that bis attitude amounted al- 
most to Indifference. This is not accurate. 
President MoKinley is essentially a sym- 
pathetic man. It would not bo fair to cull 
him emotional, because his logical facul- 
ties largely predominate over his impulses. 
But that he is 'naturally one of the most 
sympathetic of men whenever distress or 
death or suffering is involved every one 
knows who knows him well. f.u conse- 
quence the president v/as deeply moved 
whoa tho news came of the disaster to tho 
Maine. There were hours In which it re- 
quired all his powers of self control to on- 
able him to keep a level head and to avoid 
doing anything rash. This I am told by a 
member of the cabinet who was very near 
to the president during the ordeal. 


This gentleman tells me that tho presi- 


dent's first iropulse'on learning tho dread- 
ful particulars of the catastrophe was to 
seels vengeance. In common with most 
Americans, his first thought was that this 
dead had been done by tho Spaniards and 
that they must be punished. Let any read- 
er imagine himself in the place of tho pres- 
ident at that moment. Ho was conscious 
of his power. He knew.that a word from 
him would Start our ships in motion. At 
Key West lay tho strongest fleet this gov- 
ernment has ever been able to assemble. 
In two days this fleet, were the order 
given, could take Havana, Matanzas and 
other Cuban ports. In five days, had the 
president yielded to impulsa, he could have 
brought on a situation which would have 
meant war. He knew, too, that if he did 
this the country would indorse him. There 
•would be no dissenting voice. Men of all 
parties would stand behind him. 


The Sober Second Thought. 


But the president's second thought, said 


this member of the cabinet, was of tho 
responsibility involved, of the duty which 
ho owed to the nation and to tho world. 
He could not afford to make a mistake. 
The government could not afford to pro- 
ceed upon an assumption. It must know 
tho truth and know it in a way which 
left no room for doubt or cavil. One of 
the most curious things in human nature 
is the influence which high public station 
has upon the great majority of men. 
Ife 


makes them steady and strong. The sense 
of responsibility becomes keen and over- 
whelming. Even men who are hot headed 
by temperament, eager ard precipitate, 
feel the restraining influence of this great 
responsibility. There havo been several 
examples of this in our history, and in 
McKinley's case a man naturally ardent 
and sympathetic, full of emotion and de- 
sire for action, Is made steady and patient 
by a realization of the momentous conse- 
quences depending upon his action. 


An instance of tho president's sympa- 


thetic nature was afforded last Sunday. 
He attended services at tho Metropolitan 
Methodist church in tho morning and 
listened to a sermon which contained sev- 
eral pathetic little stories of boyish .gentle- 
ness and self sacrifice. As the eloquent 
divine told one of these little stories those 
who wero sitting near tho president no- 
ticed a tear trembling in his eys. 


Worried at Times. • 


At various times during this Spanish 


complication the president has been very 
much worried. He has not been always 
as calm and cool as some of the kitchen 
org;..:ists would have us believe. There 
have been moments in which he was ex- 
ceedingly nervous and apprehensive. That 
this is so is not surprising, for during the 
last sis weeks events have followed fast 
upon one another's heels. 
\Ve had the 


Dtipuy de Loino letter, tho harrowing dis- 
aster to the Maine, the Sobral incident, 
tho efforts of Spain.to purchase ships out 
from under the -negotiations of tho United 
States, the demand for General Lee's re- 
call, and all the other complications and 
irritations which have served to anger the 
people of tbe United States and to make 
them willing to fight Spain in order to 
gain relief from harassment. There have 
been moments when, were the president a 
swearing man, a round oath or two would 
probably, havo relieved his feelings. 


Any man in a post of great responsibil- 


ity enjoys more advice than anything elso. 
Ho is surrounded by people who wish to 
aid him by telling h J-n just what ho must 
or must not do. The president of tbe Unit- 
ed States is no exception to this rule, and 
it happens that the president has in bis 
own official family men who represent the 
two extreme^ of opinion on this Spanish 
question. One of these, it is perfectly fair 
to SBJ 
T, is the secretary of the-treasury. It 


has been tbe desire of Mr. Gage that every 
possible effort consistent with 
honor 


ghnijlcl be adopted to preserve tho peace, 
and then if thsso did not suffice to make 
war with all tho severity and celerity of 
which we were capable. Mr. Gage has not 
believed it to bo our duty to go out seek- 
ing trouble, and he has said so. But at 
tho same time he,has shown himself as 
patriotic as any of his confreres, and bis 
good judgment and sound sonso have aided 
the president in retaining a proper balance. 


Aljjer Stands For Action. 


The other extreme has been represented 


by Secretary Alger. Mr. Alger has from 
the first had strong convictions as to our 
duty in Cuba. Ho has always contended 
for action, for intervention to stop tho war 
and to put on end to suffering and death 
in that unhappy island. Other members 
of tbe cabinet have taken a middle ground, 
but between tho two extremes and tha 
vnrions'shadesof opinion around the coun- 
cil board the president has not lacked for 
advice and suggestion. 


Tho result has , been, however, that ha 


has found it necessary to choose for him- 
self. He has been compelled, as every roan 
in a post of such great responsibility is 
compelled, to lay out his own course and 
stand or fall by his own judgment. 
Tho 


lot of tho president hi those troublous days 
Is not any enviable one, and Democrats, 
Kepublicans, Populists, silver men and nil 
hands in Washington beliovo in'standing 
by him. Party differences, aa Theodore 
Koosevelt BO well said, stop at the water'i 
edge.

A CALIFORNIA EEUD. 


It had lasted for the seven years during 


which the Garrys and the Slafles had lived 
and raised oranges, strawberries and rasp- 
borries on adjoining farms. 
Tho Garrys 


had ten acres, tho glades had three. The 
Garrys had been laying by a little money 
eaoh year and improving their property. 
The Blades had run behind a trifle more 
each year. Their little square flame house 
had not been repainted or repaired since 
they bought it nnd their outbuildings were 
half ruinous. The Garrye could afford to 
hire Mexicans to help turn the water on 
the trees when the monthly irrigating day 
caino. The Slades had to depend on their 
•own family—-mother and fether, eight 
children and an undo who Was dying of 
consumption. These 11 people lived the 
year round in a seven roomed house, and 
at harvest time or when the precious two 
or three "miners' inches" of water had 
been bought and must be served, they all 
turned out into the fields. 


The Garrys and the Slades quarreled 


abou|the eternal question, which embit- 
ters the life of the Califoniian farmer, 
which makes deadly enemies of people 
who live nest door to one another, simply 
by reason of that proximity, and sets every 
man's tongue and band against his neigh- 
bor—the question, of water rights. The 
Slades attrit>uted-"tbo undue prosperity of 
the Garrys to the fact that they got more 
than their share of the water. The Gawyg 
considered it part of the general ouesed- 
ness of the Slades that they stole water 
whenever they got a chanca. Crimina- 
tions and recriminations flew constantly 
back and fCrth across the zaaja which sep- 
arated tha two places, and sunpioion regu- 
larly became wrought to frenzy as the 
middle of the month oame round. Garry, 
who was a hot blooded Irishman, swore 
fearful oaths that if Ka onoe conght any 
of them at it h«'d blow them off the earth. 
He placed his neighbors on the level of thp 
Chinese coolies \vhose vast strawberry 
fields stretched beyond him to the east and 
who would lie all night in the ditobe*, 
waiting for a chance to. slip a gate up an 
inch or so when tha zanchoro had passed, 
on his round. 


Garry posted up a hand written placard 


on his tankhonee, offering (6 reward for 
the capture of any Blade caught where he 
should not be. He could not keep it there, 
however, for three tynea some one slipped 
at night through the orchard, tore half 
the card off and covered the other half 
with opprobrious remarks concerning the 
Garrys' ancestry. 


No one had the least doubt as to the au- 


thor of these reflections, for Minta, th» 18- 
year-old daughter of the Slades, was 
known to be the only one of the family 
who could write two words together. 
Garry threatened before his men to horse-

There arc two water gates to the metropo- 
lis—one by way of Long Island gound 
aud the other leading directly from the 
ocean in past Sandy Hook to the Narrows, 
which is a sort of innar door to the upper 
harbor. 
The sound entrance, vo have 


learned, has been sown so thickly with tor- 
pedoes that it could bo made far too dan- 
gerous for any hostile fleet to try to force 
a passage. 
Besides, big warships would 


scarcely venture into a trap which might 
uo closed lit both ends—a trap in which 
thore would not bo enough seaway for na- 
val evolutions. 


But Snndy Hook, that lean arm of sand 


which stretches out toward Europe, shows 
few evidences of power defensive or offen- 
sive. But it is there. On the end of that 
arm is a mailed fist capable of striking a 
tremendous blow. 


In a general way, the popular idea of 


an impregnable fortress is Gibraltar. Com- 
pared with this mighty rook Sandy Hook 
at first sight certainly seems pitiably small 
and weak. As a matter of fact, however, 
nature has BO surrounded it with traps and 
shoals for great ships and with bulwarks 
againet attack by land that Sandy Hook 
has, hidden from all except technically 
educated uyefi, safeguards that make it 
theoretically and practically an almost in- 
Tlnclblo place.

The game of curling has secured a 


firm place among the winter sports in 
all parts of the United States where 
there is heavy ice and where there are 
Scotchmen to teach the game to their 
American neighbors. There aie aboutr 
60 curling clnba in the United States, 
and the Grand National Curling Club 
ef America has a membership of many 
bwndreds in all parts of the north and 
northwest, but still the game is spoken 
of as "Scotland's ain game." 


The object of the game is to plant the 


curling stone, which has a teakettle 
shape and'Weighs from 33 to 44 pounds, 
near the •"teel" or,-center of a circle, at 
a distance of 40 yards and to gur.rd it 
there. 


Next to the etone the broom plays the 


most important part in the game of 
curling, because in the heads of a 
sweeper who is anxious to see the stone 
advance to the cirole where it will count 
it is wielded dexterously, so that every 
particle of finow or ioe may be removed 
from the stone's course. The "skips," 
or captains, of the opposing sides have 
charge of the eweeping departments, 
and the sweepers have the right to use 
their blooms effcer the stone has got be- 
yond tbe line^whioh marks the middle 
of the rte£. The sweeping is always to 
a aide or aeiosEffehe rink and not forward 
or backward, whete the

government the Bethlehem works are 
practically part of the army and navy 
establishment. In fact, the government 
could seize them in any great emergen- 
cy and operate them entirely for its own 
benefit. When the controversy over the 
price of armor plate arose in congress, 
this was advocated by some radical 
members, but it was never considered 
seriously. Only a war emergency would 
warrant the government in taking pos- 
session of the plant. But precautions 
are taken that it shall not be open to 
general inspection, and it requires some 
diplomacy to obtain from the office of 
the president one of the yellow slips of 
paper admitting you to the works.

the Bethlehem works are doing for our 
army and navy before I begin to de- 
scribe the progress of a piece of metal 
from the furnace to the finished gun. 


The government of the United States 


has its own gun factories, one at the 
navy yard in Washington, the other at 
Watervliet arsenal, New York. It has 
no means of making castings for great 
guns, however, and no armor plate fac- 
tory. It has to get its armor plate 
from private contractors, and the parts 
of its great guns come from one or 
other of the great steel-works of Penn- 
sylvania. The greatest pf these works 
la at Bethlehem, and here are made the 
castings for the guns which are turned 
out at the Washington navy yard and 
at Watervliet and many finished guns 
as well.

Before the hy- 


draulic press was used 40 per cent of 
every ingot had to be cut off from the 
top, because that part was porous. Now 
only a small stub, or sinking head, la 
left at the top, and that, with the piece 
cut from the bottom of the ingot to 
remove impurities which may have set- 
tled in the mold, is no more than 13 per 
cent of the whole casting. 


The ingot Is left in the press for som« 


time after the gases have ceased to 
escape. Then it Is taken outside the 
furnace room, and two days later th« 
mold is broken away, the inner jackal 
adhering to the metal. This 'jacket Jr 
removed in a great lathe, and the d*. 
fective part of the ingot is cut away. 
Now it is ready to be made into a. tube 
for a great gun. 


The first step In the forging is to 


make a hole in the big steel block. 
Sometimes this hole is bored on a lathe. 
These gun lathes are enormous ma- 
chines. There is one at Watervliet ar- 
senal which weighs 560,000 pounds. The 
process of cutting a hole through the 
ingot cold is much slower, however, than 
punching a hole through the hot metal, 
and, though cutting is preferred, when 
the works are running under pressure, 
as they now are, the ingots are usually 
punched out. 


A great crane cornea down, the shop 


and picks up the 35;toa casting -with 
what looks like a. pair of exaggerated 
ice tongs. This crane runs on an ele- 
vated track. It runs.up and down and 
across the shop under the direction of 
an engineer, who sits in a little box at 
the top of the building and travels with 
it. At the movement of a lever it runs 
this way or that, or it raises or lowers 
the clamps which hang suspended from 
it by a. chain whose links are an inch 
thick. It works as easily and smoothly 
and surely as the sand dredge that you 
may have seen working in a harbor or 
the crane that picks up boxes and bar- 
rels at a wharf and drags them into the 
hold of a vessel. The 
60,000 pounds 


which hang between' the jaws of its 
clamp are as little to it apparently as 
a block of wood. It picks up the great 
casting and puts it down on a car, 
which carries it to the furnace room. 
There a- mandrel is put through it, and 
it is hoisted by another crane and 
swung into the mouth of the furnace. 
As it settles down the mandrel—a long, 
sti'aight shaft of metal—is tilted until 
the casting slides off the end.and set- 
tles on the 
bottom of the furnace. 


There you may see it and other great 
hoops standing side by side, some 
black, some red, some glowing white 
with the furnace heat. 


When the casting has reached the 


temperature for forging, the crane low- 
ers the mandrel into the furnace, drops 
it into the hole in the casting and tilts 
it until the casting rests on it horizon- 
tally. 
Then it is lifted from the fur- 


nace, swung outward and run down the 
room to one of the great hydraulic 
presses. This press is sometimes called 
a "hugger," I believe, though it - pats 
and squeezes the metal rather than hugs 
it. 


The presses used in the forging of gun 


tubes have a pressure of 2,000 to 5,000 
tons. 
There is an immense frame of 


steel, within it a plate and above that a 
plunger which works by hydraulic pres- 
sure. A crossbar at the end of this 
plunger covers the breadth of the open 
space between the supporting pillars of 
the press. A little army of men guidss 
the mandrel on which the casting hangs. 
Hydraulic lifts hold it in position, turn 
it over and move it backward.and for- 
ward on the bedplate. As it moves and' 
turns the plunger goes down and .up, 
and the crossbar kneads it and pats It 
and squeezes it just as you might pat 
and squeeze and mold with your fingers 
a piece of dough- The great white mass 
radiates heat which is not altogether 
ungrateful on a midwinter day, though 
I am 'not prepared to say that I should 
like it so close to me even with the ther- 
mometer at zero. In the summer ths 
men who guide the end of the mandrel 
and the man who scrapes the scale from 
the mass with a flat ended poker as it 
goes through the press must lead lives 
of great suffering. 
Near the furnaces 


in the.summer months the heat is some- 
thing awful, and men work stripped to 
their waists bathed constantly in their 
own sweat. 


As you watch the kneading process 


going on under the press you see that 
the tube is growing thinner and larger 
and longer. The pressure from above 
expands it at the sides, and as it turns 
around and around it is expanded at 
every point until the trained eye of the 
workman sees that it is of the right 
shape for the shop. Then it is. lifted 
from the press, still on the mandrel, and 
carried by one of the overhead cranes 
to a furnace, where it is heated until it 
is of a salmon pink. The right tempera- 
ture is recognized by the color. When 
that is reached, the tube is hoisted out 
of the furnace and plunged into a bub- 
bling tank of oil. After that it is put 
into an annealing furnace, where a fire 
of wood completes the process of tem- 
pering it. The importance of this process 
is very great, for if the government in- 
spectors, who* test bars from casting, 
find that 'it is below the high govern- 
ment standard it is rejected, and that 
means a loss of several thousand dol- 
lars to the makers.

SOCIAL DEMOCRACY 


Eugene V. Debs Speaks to a 


Large Audience at 


Adams. 


CAUSES OF FINANCIAL DISTRESS 


Result 
of 
Introducing 
Machinery. 


Trusts and Combinations of Capi- 


tal Ruin the Laborer. Social 


Democracy the Remedy. 


Eogenge V. Debs, the great labor leader' 


spoke at Koebler's Turn hall on Summer 
street in Adams Wednesday evening. He 
came to this city and went to Adams on 
an electric car. No one was there to meet 
him as it was expected he would come by 
way of the Boston & Albany from Pitts- 
field and many had gathered at the de- 
pot. He stopped at the Greylook house 
in Adams. 


The meeting opened at 8 o'clock with a 


selection by the Labor Singing society 
and Charles Stoeber introduced the speak- 
er, who received loud applause from the 
large andienoe present. 


He began his address by notipg the fact 


that the dispatches announced the acquit" 
tal of Sheriff Martin and bin deputies and 
said that everybody kaew that such 
would be the case beforo the trial began 
for it was a foregone conclusion. 


Years ago, he said, work was done 


mostly by hand ana almost entirely by 
the husbandmen. In later yean the 
machine was invented and a good deal of 
the wort was done by women. In this 
still later day still more and newer ma- 
chines have come into place and now the 
work is being done by the children. It is 
they who are supporting their parents 
instead of the parents supporting them. 
The change is a complete one and it is a 
most unfortunate one. 
Today we are 


living under a competitive system, which 
compensates labor by giving it 
the 


smallest pay possible. It is a system of 
self-profit .for tto manufacturers and all 
employers of labor. 
Under this system 


men, women and children are starving, 
and how can they help themselves? There 
is not a single star in the horizon which 
shines for them. 
No release except 


through the back door of suicide. 


jjabor gets about 20 per cent, of whattft 


makes. Workers and their families con- 
stitute three-fourths of the population of 
the world. Prom this is deduced the fact 
fthat they can buy only one-fifth of what 
they make. The other people cannot 
absorb the remaining four-fifths and so 
the merchants and small business men 
complain Qf poor business aad dull trade- 
Their complaints are true, for how can 
the working people buy when they do not 
get the money wherewith to do it ? "When 
the business men can't place orders, then 
the mills shut down, or if they don't shut 
down then a cut down is made and a 
strike ensues. The poor laborer has not 
been able to lay by anything and so 
hunger and panic follows. The politic" 
ians say there must be panics while the 
socialist says panics are only theresul^ 
of ignorance. 
Why should there be 


hunger when a country is filled with 
supplies? The present panic began in 1893 
and is as bad today as it ever was. Car* 
D. Wright says millions of the people are 
being turne 
out regularly by the in~ 


'reduction of ihe machine. It does more 
work and less labor is needed. 


Production is limited by consumption 


and in tnrn consumption is limited by 
wages. Wages have been destroyed and 
so consumption is likewise 
destroyed. 


Labor is the tree of social and commer- 
cial prosperity. If yon do not water its 
roots it will die and that is what is being 
done to-day. 


Mr. Debs dwelt considerably on trust8 


and their owners. He did not score the 
leaders but told what power they have 
and how foolish the people were in allow- 
ing themselves to b* led by such men. 
He Raid they lived for private profit alone 
and did not employ men because of any 
wish to give them work for sustenance, 
but worked the laborer tor the profit that 
was in htm. He said the only way to 
overcome 
this 
bad 
state 
o* 


affairs was to begin and do business 
on the co-operative plan. 
Let 
the 


government get control of its own rail~ 
roads, telegraph and telephone systems. 
Let the working man sit down and look 
the situation over. Let him study the 
problem and be will soon decide that the 
co-operative system as suggested by so- 
cial democracy is the only system by 
which labor will receive a just compen- 
sation. He closed by reciting a poem 
which told of the voyage of Columbus, 
how the people mocked and laughed at 
him but how he fc*pt on and on and in 
the end was triumphant. So he said was 
the case with Social Demociacy. 


The speaker received loud applause 


throughout the lecture and when it w«fl 
over many of the prominent men of the 
town who were present took advantage of 
*he opportunity of meeting him. He will 
speak this evening at New Bedford.

EDUCATORS' CONVENTION, 


Supt. I. F. Hall Addressee Public 


School Teachers on the Chatta- 


nooga Meeting. 


Supt. I. Freemsn Hall addressed the 


teachers of the public schools, the school 
committee and a number of other inter- 
ested people et St. John's parish house, 
on Wednesday afternoon upon tha work 
done at the recent national convention of 
school superintendents and educators 
held »t Chattanooga, which Mr. Hall at- 
tended. Mr. H»!l spoke for an hoivr and 
a quarter in a most interesting way, tak- 
ing up especially the topics of the High 
School, Its Province and Progress, the 
meeting of the Herbart society with its 
interesting discussions, the School Work 
in the South, remarking the zeal and pro- 
gressive spirit which characterize it, and 
the Child Study conference, as features of 
the Chattanooga convention. Other top- 
ics of the convention were also reviewed- 


The most striking thing about the 


whole convention Mr. Hall thought wa8 


the address of welcome of Hon. Price 
Thomas, the yonng and brilliant superin- 
tendent of education for Tennessee. Por 


beauty of style and diction, pure elo- 
quence and 
appropriateness he con- 


sidered this short address a model. At 
the general request of the teachers and 
numerous others it is herewith reprinted: 


In the name of the state and her edu- 


cational interests. I give you welcome. 
Tennessee has a place and a »re«tine; for 
all. 
North Carolina and Virginia, we 


welcome as the mother and srrandinother 
upon whose knpes we sat iu childhood, 
learning our letters from the blue-hack 
spellfr. John Sevier and Andrew Jack- 
son, James Robinson and Daniel Boone 
crossed the mountains with our fathers 
and gave us lessons ITI woedcraff, and 
state-waft, in civilization and vatriottara. 
The Old North State and the Old Dominion 
nesd no wordf of welcome fromTenneEsae. 
South Carolina we remember as our 
hot-headed schoolmate., in the old fisld 
school, when New Bawlana and the no Vh 
essayed to teach us new lessons in 
political economy. 
She led us into 


trouble in '61. 
We took our les- 
ions in 
corporal 
punishment 
to- 
gether and pronrs?d never to plav 
"hookey" again. But the bitterness of it 
is all forgotten and we and they clasp 
hands tndav in the same kindly spirit 
with which pupil and teacher always 
meet again in after years. 


The states of the great northwest we 
welcome as the normal school graduates 
of the great oddy of teachers. They,have 
grown UD since the day of the log school 
house. They learned to read by the word 
method and are isnorant of the alphabet. 
and of "bater." We greet teem and envy 
them. 


Missouri, Arkansas and Texai are Ten- 


nessee's fair daughters. Daw Crockett, 
Thomas H. Benton. Samuel Houston and 
the countless other leas known but no less 
worthy Tennessee heroes, were the com- 
monwealth builders of the great south- 
west. Their state and Bounty superin- 
tendents and county judges have dangled 
their 
legs 
from 
backless benches 


in Tennessee school houses. 
Ten- 
nessee is still 
"home" to 
them. 


Georgia, Alabama. Mississippi and the 
solid south know where the fetch-string 
hangs in Tennessee. "We have drunk from 
the same canteen. Welisve slent around 
the same camp-fires and sang Dixie and 
the Bonnie Blue Flag together. 
But learning knows no north—no south. 
The broad prineipla of universal brother- 
hood underlies the true idea of education. 
We recognize iu this association the em- 
bodiment of the spirit of human progress, 
and believing that that spirit Will go ont 
from- this meeting Into the Bchoolhonses 
of the hills .-and valleys of Tennessee, I 
give you t-vo-fold welcome. 


S think that when humanity went wan- 
dering out from the Garden of Eflen into 
the brier-patch of mnndano reality, God 
gave to man aapardian angel—the spirit 
of human progress. Without her man- 
kind would have been lost long since 
amid tho purposeless wanderings of his 
own blind tolly. But with her guidance 
humanity is always^movingr onward and 
upward, approaching nearer to God 
and to that ultimate perfection which was 
God's purpose in man's creation. 
I think this guardian angel—this spirt 
of human progress—carries in her hand 
the key to the solution of all those social 
and political Droblems which vex man- 
kind today. With this key she is unlock- 
ing—one by one—tbs doors which lead to 
the physical, intellectual and moral up - 
lifting of the masses of-humanity. This 
key is education. 
Ladies and gentlemen, in the name of 
education, I bid you welcome—thrice wel- 
come to Tennessee.
